HE following is from the Los Angeles Times:

“WASHINGTON, May 3.—An air-cooled airplane engine of 40
per cent less weight than the Liberty motor, built for the navy,
has given a satisfactory performance in a test flight with a navy
torpedo plane from Paterson, N. J., to Washington.

“The engine, which is the largest air-cooled airplane motor that
has been produced in this country, was built by the Wright Aero-
nautical Corporation at Paterson. In tests the plane equipped with
it climbed at the rate of 1000 feet a minute, took off with a very
short run in eight seconds, and landed under control with a greatly
reduced ‘landing speed. It covered the 230 miles from Paterson to
Washington in one hour and fifty mlnu(es, a remarkably fast time

for a /heavy-duty plane.
“wThe engine is 460 horsepower and has been named the “Cyclone.”
Whereas the weight of the Liberty installation involves 3.2 pounds

per horsepower, that of the Cyclone involves only 2 pounds.
Elimination of the water-cooling system is regarded as of high
importance from a military standpoint, as it makes the plane less
vulnerable to attack." E

It is interesting that air-cooled motors, developing a horse-
power to each pound and three-quarters are being made in Torrance
by the Watson Perforating Company for*the Kinner Aeroplane Cor-
poration and have been in use for some time.
